Philos Culbertson Detained to Testi- 


fy in Harris Murder Case, on 


Motion of Prosecutor. 


HE IS UNABLE TO GIVE BOND 


Wording of Cheney's Request Leads 


to Belief Trial May be Set 


This Term. 


PAUL NOT ARRAIGNED TODAY 


Indictment Charging Only Son With 


Premeditated Murder is in 


Three Counts. 


John C. Cheney, prosecuting at- 


torney, filed a petition in court this 
morning for an order 
directing a 


subpoena to be issued for 
Philos 


Culbertson. It was set forth that he 
is a necessary witness in the Harris 


• murder case, and it was requested 


that he -be brought before the court 
and be held to.testify in the cause 
during the April term of court. 


Culbertson was taken int« court 


this morning and asked if he could 
give bond for his appearance as a 
witness in the case. He said that he 
did not know at that time ,that he 
could give bond, and lie -was taken to 
jail. He will be given an opportunity 
to make an eflort to get bondsmen. 


The fact that the prosecuting at- 


torney asked that Culbertson be held 
to testify in the Harris case in the 
April term of court seems to indi- 
cate that it is the intention to try the 
case before this term closes. 
The 


last week of the term, week after 
next, is still open, no cases having 
been set for that time. 


There is talk that a change of 


venue may be asked by the defense. 
It is optional with the court, accord- 
ing to attorneys, as to whether or 
not a change of veaue shall be grant- 
ed in a criminal case. Attorneys say 
that it differs from change of venue 
motions in civil suits, where a mo- 
tion for a change to another county 
means that it will be granted. 


It is said • that the law 
allows 


a special venire of jurors to be drawn 
from other counties in criminal cases 
in ease it is found very difficult to 
obtain a jury in the county where the 
alleged offense was said to have been 
committed. 


Attorneys 
for the defense have 


made no move in the case yet. They 
were in consultation today, and it is 
said they intend to formulate plans 
for the coming trial at once. If the 
case should be tried the last -week of 
court, it would allow the defendant's 
attorneys only ten days in which to 
prepare a defense. 


The time for arraigning Paul Har- 


ris in court to allow him to enter a 
formal plea is undecided as yet. 
It 


is likely that he will be taken before 
thf court within a few days. 


The news of Paul Harris' arrest on 


n grand jury indictment, charging 
him with the murder of his mother, 
spread like wildfire yesterday after- 
noon. The public, was prepared in a 
measure for such a charge because 
of vicious rumors that have been 
afloat connecting Paul Harris' name 
with the tragedy. 


The fact that the coroner had ac- 


cused Paul Harris in his" verdict of 
killing his mother had leaked out and 
this served to lead many, who had 
heard this story, to believe that the 
grand jury might indict Paul Harris, 
in that the coroner had found suf- 
ficient evidence to cause him to make 
such an accusation in fais verdict.

Any man, 
if he is native born 


or naturalized and has legal 
residence in his precinct, coun- 
ty and State, should register 
Thursday. 


Any man who will be twenty- 


one years 
old on or before 


election day, Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 5, should register if he de- 
sires to vote. 


A voter registers only once in 


his precinct. If 
he changes 


voting places, he must register

moves and bring a certificate of 
previous registry with proper 
seal and signature.

El Paso, May 8.—A message has 


come from Pascual Orozco, generalis- 
simo of the rebels, declaring that he 
declines to recognize Vasquez Gomez 
M provisional president or the estab- 
lishment of a provisional government, 
notwithstanding Orozco's father is sec- 
retary of war in the cabinet of the pro- 
visional president and Vasquez Go- 
mez in his proclamation of acceptance 
declared he had assumed the duties 
and responsibilities of office upon the 
request of Orozco. 


In Too Great a Hurry. 


Orozco, jr., does not deny having 


sent for Vasquez Gomez to come to 
Chihuahua, but says: 


"I would have received him gladly if 


he had come into our territory to con- 
sult with my men and myself, but I 
disapprove of the establishment of a 
provisional government until the rev- 
olution triumphs." 


News has come that Orozco has ad- 


vanced as far as Escalon. So far as 
known the rebel army has not ad- 
vaned further than Peronal, which is 
forty-two miles north of Torreon. As 
Mexico City dispatches report that the 
federals began advancing from Tor 
reon Monday, a battle is expected at 
any time.

Final Selection of the Seed

Selecting Sect! Corn. 


The wise farmer in providing seed 


corn for next season's crop will be- 
gin, in the fall preceding to 
select 


from the field the ears which most 
nearly approach his ideal. Aside from 
type of ear, the seed ear has xcer- 
tain characteristics as shown on the 
stalk which are of considerable im- 
portance in their relation to the qual- 
ity of seed. 
Experiments have shown 


that the best seed- ear is produced on 
the well 
developed stalks. Experi- 


ments have also shown that the height 
of the ear 
from 
the 
ground and 


strength of the shank can be changed 
more or less by selecting ears having 
the desired qualities. 
However, all 


ears which are produced on desirable 
stalks are not desirable cr.rs so far 
as type, shape and general character- 
istics of the ear itself are concerned. 
Consequently a second or final selec- 
tion of ear's must be made. This means 
that a larger lot of corn should 
be chosen in the fall than will be re- 
quired to- plant the crop." 


During the winter the farmer has 


more time to make his selection, and 
should do so before making the ger- 


mination test, as he can save the trou- 
ble and expens^ of testing a 
large 


number of undesirable ears 
as 
to 


type. 
To do this in the best possible 


manner, all the corn should be laid 
out on a table or in some place where 
all the ears can be gone over. With 
the ideal ear in one hand, those which 
conform to the ideal type as to shape 
of ear, character of kernel, maturity, 
etc., can be selected out to be put to 
the test for germination. 
This means 


that there will still need to be more 
corn selected than is required to plant 
the crop, as more or less will he dis- 
carded on account of poor germina- 
tion in passing through the test. Any 
ear which germinates less than four 
out of five kernels should be discard- 
ed at once and thrown into the feed- 
ing crib. 
Of course, it would be best 


if one could select only those ears 
which have a perfect germination. 


By giving this "final critical selec- 


tion of seed.ears careful attention the 
stand of corn and general type of the 
crop can be greatly improved and the 
financial returns will many times over 
pay for the cost, of all the etxra labor.

THEIR POSITION IS SUSTAINED 


Report of the Policy Committee Rec- 


ommends That the Miners in the 
Terre Haute District Stand Firm in 
Their Position, and When National 
Committee Indorses This Action the 
Strike Will Be On. 
Terre Haute, Ind., May 8.—The sus; 


pension of mining in the state prac- 
tically became a strike when the re- 
port of the policy committee, recom- 
mending that the men stand by their 
demands, was adopted by the United 
Mine Workers of District 11. Some of 
the demands made on the operators 
were modified, eliminating many of 
the requests, and the convention voted 
unanimously to adopt the report of 
the committee. 


It was recommended by the policy 


committee that the demand of the min- 
ers be submitted to the operators in- 
dividually and that work should he 
resumed in those mines where the 
agreement was signed by the opera 
tors. All men except'engineers, fire- 
men and repair men are to quit work, 
and the only labor that can be done is 
that which protects property. 


The action of the miners, however. 


needs the approval of the national or- 
ganization, and the district officers say 
that approval will be forthcoming at a 
special meeting of the national execu- 
tive board at Indianapolis tomorrow.

Two Are Suspected of Being "Fire 


Bugs" Who Caused $7,000 


Blaze Last Friday. 


On the theory that the fire at St. 


Paul last Friday morning which re- 
sulted in the destruction of the Dr. 
Pagel barn and the William Kelsb 
residence and general store building, 
was the work of fire fiends, a detec- 
tive has been at work in the town 
sine last Friday night, the sleuth 
having been brought there from one 
of the agencies in Indianapolis as 
there are quite a number of St. Paul 
people, it is said, who' refuse to be 
convinced that the disastrous 
fire 


was the result of accident, and it is 
believed that two arrests made may 
throw some light on the mystery. 
Although no direct charge is made, 
it is said that the arrests were made 
as part of the plan of the detectives 
to fix the blame of the fire. 


The men taken in charge are Wil- 


liam Petty of St. Omer, better known 
in and around St. Paul as William 
Dean, and Donald Whitaker. who re- 
sides on the Nathan Farlow farm, 
three miles northeast of 
St. Paul. 


They are held temporarily ou charges 
of intoxication, but 
were given a 


"sweating'' at 
Greensburg for the 


purpose of causing them lo explain 
why they were out ?o late the night 
of the fire.

known tn have been in that town the 
night of the fire till a very lale hour 
and it is thought they may hi' able to 
throw some light on the situation.

Sheriff 
Patterson, of

early in (lie evening and Dean some 
time later, just after he had reached 
Greensburg from Milroy with -a load 
of junk. 
The men are both about 


thirty-seven years of age.' and are 
frequent visitors at St. Paul. 


Residents of 
St. Paul 
familiar 


with the situation today refused to 
talk at -any great length about the 
arrests, though all those interviewed 
said they understood the arrests of 
the men at Greensburg meant more 
than a merre arraignment on charsres 
of intoxication. Xr:ne of them, how- 
ever, would say that there was any 
evidence to indicate that the men in 
custody had started the fire.

STRAIN ON THE 


LEVEES BROWS 


Louisiana Flood Sufferers In a 


Hopeless State. 


MANY ARE GRAZED WITH FEAR 


With the Waters Continually Rising 


and Force ef Dyke Repairers Worn 
Out by Incessant and Hopeless La- 


bor, 
the Situation at Many Points 


Along the Swollen Father of Waters 
la Just as Bad a* It Can Be. 
, • 


\ 


New Orleans, May 8.—The most har- 


rowing stories yet recorded of suffer- 
ing and death in the interior of the 
state are told by refugees brought 
from-the flooded districts of Louisiana 
into New Roads, Baton Rouge, Opelou- 
sas, La Palette and other camps. A 
number of men and women were craz- 
ed with fear and hardship, while many 
others were so ill they had to be hur- 
ried to hospitals or given such imme- 
diate temporary relief as surgeons on 
the rescue boats could supply. 


There has been no recent break of 


consequence in any levee, but there 
is little i-eal relief evidenced, as the 
rising river continues to exercise a 
constantly increasing'strain upon the 
weakened walls of mud. 


Estimates of the actual life loss still 


vary widely, hut it is admitted on all 
sides that scores must have 
been 


trapped and are unable to escape. 
Women with babies born since the 
flood swept down upon their homes, 
men and women fainting from hunger; 
crazed survivors fighting rescuers are 
some of the stories culled from the 
sad abundance of such incidents. 


Eighteen persons, sixteen of them 


negroes, engaged in rescue work or 
already rescued, were drowned in 
three accidents last night near Tor- 
ras. A motor boat containing fourteen 
negroes capsized and sank, drowning 
all on board, and two negroes went to 
death in a barge that sank. 
Two 


white persons near Baton Rouge met 
death in a similar manner. 


Governor Sanders has telegraphed 


mayors of towns all over the state, 
asking aid. It is reported that the 
elaborate ceremonial of Governor-elect 
Hall's inauguration will be omitted 
and the funds used to help flood suf- 
ferers. Governor Saflders declined to 
accept a banquet from his personal 
staff, and the money for this banquet 
was forwarded to the relief commit- 
tee. 


As an example of the number of 


homeless in the section from Rose- 
dale, Miss., to Natchez, and from Ar- 
kansas City, Ark., to the Red river, 
10S.OOO persons are shown to be abso- 
lutely dependent upon the government 
for rations. The United States weath- 
er bureau has lowered by half a foot 
its forecast of a maximum stage of 
twenty-two feet in the river at New 
Orleans, but has added three-tenths 
of a foot to its predicted maximum 
stage at Baton Rouge and two-tenths 
for Donaldsville. 


Steamship Probably Lost. 


New York, May 8.—The Augsburg, 


a German steamship which left here 
for Australia Feb. 2 with a cargo val- 
ued at a million dollars, is missing, 
and it is feared that all on board have 
perished.

Joseph E. O'Brien of Scranton, the 
candidate\of the 'reorganizes, defeat- 
ing ex-Judge James G. Gordon of Phil- 
adelphia, candidate of the regulars, 
110 to 73.

sion until S o'clock at night ample 
opportunity is given to every voter iu 
the precinct to register. 


Eaeli man, when he registers, files 


with the board his written applica- 
tion for registration. 
It is advisable 


that every voter get one of the blanks 
and fill it out before he goes to the 
place of registration.. 


However, there will be a supply of 


blanks at each registration place, and 
if a voter has not obtained a blank 
in advance lie may get one from the 
inspector when he goes to the place 
to register. 


The blank itself is easily under- 


stood. It contains a number of ques- 
tions which the applicant for regis- 
tration must answer, but they are not 
complicated. Answers to these ques- 
tions will show whether the applicant 
is a legal voter competent to register 
in the precinct. 
"•' 


Each voter is required to register 


in person. He must go personally to 
the place of registration and file his 
application himself. He can not send 
it by mail or by any other person. 


There will be another session of 


the registration board in each pre- 
cinct in September, and another ses- 
sion in October, but a voter is not re- 
quired to register more than once. If 
a voter registers at the May session, 
he need not register at any one of the 
later sessions unless he moves, into a 
different precinct.

must register again in the precinct in- 
to which he moves.

third is that Mrs. Harris was burned 
to death. 


The first count charges that Paul 


Harris "did unlawfully, feloniously, 
purposely 
and 
with 
premeditated 


malice, kill and murder one Minna C. 
Harris by then and there feloniously, 
purposely and 
with premeditated 


malice, by shooting at, against and 
into the said Minna C. Harris with 
a certain deadly weapon called a re- 
volver, then and there loaded with 
gunpowder and 
leaden balls which 


revolver the said Paul Harris then 
and there held in his 
hands 
and 


thereby inflicted a mortal wound on 
Minna C. Harris 
from 
which she 


died." 


The second 
count charges that 


Paul Harris "in some manner and by 
some means, instruments and weap- 
ons, unknown to the grand 
jurors 


inflicted a mortal wound on his moth- 
er, from which she died." 


In the third count the grand jur- 


ors charge that "Paul Harris then 
and there feloniously, purposely and 
with premeditated malice set fire to 
and burn the body of Minna C. Har- 
ris, and by reason of burning, so in- 
flicted by him, she died." 


The names of Alva Eakins, A. G. 


Shauck. Frank Wynn.'James Alexan- 
der. Joe Vandemant, George C. Wy- 
att, et al. are affixed to the affidavit 
as witnesses.
